WASHINGTON, May 7.—Two allied

The commission in Ixmdop. with rep- 


resentatives of all the allied nations, 
ncluding the United States, would re- 
ceive and decide upon the asportion- 
m»nt of sea-borne trafllc. The commis- 
sion hero would then charge itself with 
getting such supplies to the seaboard 
Cither by direct purchase or through 
present agencies. 


While the inroads of the submarine 
menace continue It Is absolutely essen- 
tial to conserve every ship for the mos». 
needed freight and the only way that 
this can be done is to have the allies 
submit their needs to a central body in 
London which shall have power to give 
priority to the most pressing. 
At the same time the commission in 


this country, 
knowing' exactly how 
much was wanted, would 
buy 
Judi- 


ciously and keep the railroad lines open 
to the neaboard. 
So far the allies have confused their 


own situations to a. certain extent in 
this country by both competitive buy- 
ing and by congesting the railroads and 
terminals with supplies for which there 


tonnage avail- 
was no absolutely no 
able. 


The plan now being worked out 


sprang from tha general meeting on 
trade questions at Secretary Lansing's 
office last week.

-republic in the vrav- are rather disquieting to the Entente Allies. 
The

• not quite satisfactory to the people of Russia.

that when the Allies recently stated the terms on uliich they would make 
•peace, one condition was. an indemnity, another the transfer of certain 
' German territory and a third guarantees of permanent 
peace which 


might mean a reduction in Germany's military and naval strength. 


" ~ 
The new government'of'Russia wishes to modify the purposes as 


"already laid down for which it will pursue the war. It is fighting for 
'democracy but disclaims any desire for indemnities or the annexation 
of territory at the close of the war. That is the condition Germany 
wants; it is the plan upon which she wants to end the war, and the 
claim is made that German intrigue is secretly working in the back- 
ground behind these later disturbances in Russia. 
Having been foiled 


in their effort to force a separate peace under the czar, they are now 
engaged in promoting a state of turmoil and disorder that may so 
'demoralize the .national forces that nothing can be accomplished from 


fe, military ' standpoint. 


Should Russia withdraw by making a separate peace with the 


enemy, the remaining powers would continue the war under greater diffi- 
cnlties than ever. 
Russia could make an advantageous peace at this 


juncture; but it would be a betrayal o£ her Allies and one that might 
result in the restoralion of the empire. 


The provisional government has announced that the more recent 


! 
troubles are settled and that Russia will continue in the war to attain 
the objects sought for the cause of democracy. 
The intention of the 


leaders is 'doubtless honest and patriotic. They mean' to be square with

the Allies, but the disturbing elements may prevent effective action so 
that even if- the government should not make a separate peace, its con-

trol of the people would be lost.

The despatches from Russia may be misleading, but if there is any 


weakening at all, it -rill be taken advantage of by the German elements.
